sible for keeping their 
neighbors informed about 
the programs, The county 
committee supervises the 
ASCS county office and is 
responsible for the admin- 
istration of the various 
programs. 

Voting will be by mail, 
the Chairman explained, 
and ballots will be sent 
to each known eligible voter 
not later than September 
8, 1967. In case eligible 
voters fail to receive a 
ballot through the mail, 
he may receive a ballot 
at the Coffee county ASCS 
Office in New Brockton.

cial security disability 
check, says Harry N, Scott 
district manager for social 
security in Dothan, 

Mr. Scott went on to 
say that many persons who 
could be receiving disa- 
bility payments fail to ap- 
ply because they are una- 
ware of the recent change 
in the definition of dis- 
ability. It is no longer 
necessary, he explained, 
that a person be perman- 
ently disabled, 

Anyone who has been 
disabled for at least 12 
months or has a disabling 
condition which could last 
for 12 months, should apply 
immediately for this new 
disability protection. 

Mr, Scott points out that 
the work requirements for 
disability benefits have not 
changed. A person must 
have 5 years of work under 
social security during the

President Johnson, 
August 31, 1967, signed into 
law a bill providing for 
significant increases in 
benefits for Viet-Nam vet- 
erans and for older vet- 
erans as well, 

Called the Veterans 
Pension and Readjustment 
Assistance Act of 1967, 
most provisions hecome 
effective October 1, 1967. 
Under one major provision, 
veterans of the Viet-Nam 
Era, which began August 
5, 1964, will receive com- 
pensation for disabilities 
at full wartime rates and 
will qualify for nonservice- 
connected pensions on the 
same basis as older vet- 
erans. Their widows and 
children become eligible 
for nonservice-connected 
death benefits. 

While this provision be- 
comes effective October 1, 
an allowance of $250 for 
burial and funeral expen- 
ses of deceased individuals 
who served inthe Viet-Nam 
Era became _-_ effective 
today. 

Under the law, certain 
other major provisions ef- 
fective October | apply to 
all qualified veterans who 
served after January 31, 
1955. These include; 

Educational assistance 
allowances for full-time 
courses have _ been in- 
creased from $100 to $130 
a month for a single 
veteran, from $125 to $155 
for a veteran with one de- 
pendent, and from $150 to 
$175 for two dependents 
with an additional $10 for 
each dependent in excess 
of two. Proportionately 
smaller allowances will be 
allowed for’ part-time 
training. 

Full educational assis- 
tance allowances will be 
paid to ‘‘educationally dis- 
adyantaged’’ veterans so 
they can complete high 
school without reducing 
their eligibilty for ad- 
vanced education benefits, 

Monthly allowances for 
on-the-job training for the 
first six months will range 
from $80 a month for a 
single veteran to $100 a 
month when there are two 
or more dependents, The 
allowances are reduced for 
succeeding six-month per- 
iods, 

Monthly allowances for 
farm cooperative training 
will cover institutional ag- 
ricultural courses with a 
minimum of 12 clock hours 
per week in addition to re- 
lated work on the farm, Al- 
lowances range from $105 
a month for the single vet- 
eran to $145 a month when 
there are two dependents, 
plus an additional $7 a 
month for each additional 
dependent, 

Ninety per cent of the 
established charge for 
flight training is provided 
for veterans with a pri- 
vate pilot license (or the 
equivalent in flight train- 


ing hours) who can pass 
the physical examination 
for a commercial pilot’s 
license. 

An allowance of $1,600 
will be authorized for the 
purchase of specially-- 
equipped automobiles for 
certain severly disabled 
veterans, 

World War II veterans 
benefit by the new law by 
having the final cut--of date 
on eligibility for the G.I, 
Loan program extended to 
July 25, 1970, from July 
25, 1967, Some other pro- 
visions of the law extend 
benefits to certain of Am- 
erica’s veterans, from the 
Viet-Nam Era to the Span- 
ish-American War Such 
benefits include: 

Veterans and depend- 
ents of deceased veterans 
receiving VA pension un- 
der the current program 
will get a cost-of-living 
increase averaging more 
than 5 percent, with wid- 
ows in the lowest income 
categories receiving anin- 
crease of about 8 1/2 per 
cent, 

Children up.to age 26 
of veterans who died or 
were permanently and tote 
ally disabled .as the result 
of a service-connected dis- 
ability, or who died from 
any cause while qualifying 
for permanent and total 
disability compensation 
will become eligible for 
grants of $130 a month for 
four years of approved col- 
lege or vocational training, 

Statutory awards of $47 
a month, in addition to 
other compensation, have 
been going to certain dis- 
abled veterans who have 
service-connected disabil- 
ities involving the loss of 
a hand, foot, eye, crea- 
tive organ, or both but- 
tocks, or have sustained 
deafness in both ears or 
lost the power of speech, 
Only one of these statutory 
awards could be paid un- 
der the old law: The new 
law authorizes payment of

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Threat to U.S. Well-being 


The growing size and complexity of federal grants to state 
and local governments is a threat to the fiscal well-being and 
independence of the smaller bodies, the Tax Foundation, Inc., 
charged recently. 

In a 64-page “Handbook of State and Local Government 
Finance,” C, Lowell Harriss, economic consultant to the foun- 
dation and Columbia University professor of economics, said 
federal influence through grants “continues to multiply and 
the pattern of controls has become so largely fixed that modi- 
fication proves very difficult.” 

State and local lawmakers feel compelled to accept federal 
money when offered, the professor said. 

“To get the grant,” he wrote, “even when the federal dollars 
are a small fraction of the total, the receiving government may 
need to modify its operations to meet federal requirements.” 

The foundation describes itself as a private, non-profit or- 
ganization founded to engage in non-partisan research and 
public education on the fiscal and management aspects of 
governmeit,

Anything that will 
lessen the chance of the afflicted 
joint being moved will ease the 
pain and speed healing.

PEANUTS 


We are so early in the

BEEF CATTLE 

While in Colorado, a few 
weeks ago, I visited a feed 
lot near Greely where they 
keep 85,000 head of steers 
on feed.

Broiler Plants 
Decreasing, Product 
Is Increasing 


Alabama has 20 USDA 
inspected processing 
plants which handled over 
90 per cent of the 324 mile 
lion broilers produced in 
the state last year, 

According to Extension 
Poultry Marketing Special- 
ist Wilson Lee, the number 
of processing plants in the 
United States has been 
steadily declining while the 
volume processed per plant 
has increased, 

The Auburn University 
staff member reports that 


# in 1959 there were an ese 
y timated 594 broiler pro- 


cessing plants. in the nae 
tion while three years later 


; only 320 were reported. 


However, says Lee, these 
320 plants in 1962 were pro- 
cessing a much larger vole 
ume of broilers than the 
594 plants in 1959, 

It is estimated, adds 
Lee, that about half the 
total plants process 90 per 
cent of all U, S, broilers, 


pounds each to go to the 
packing plant. They have 
75 full time workers haul- 
ing silage and feed to the 
pens. They buy some of 
their steers here in Ala- 
bama, 

We are not feeding very 
many cattle, but we have 
a great opportunity here 
in Coffee County to utilize 
our pastures and winter 
grazing and silage to ex- 
pand our stocker of cat-

Lin Code Help Offered By 
Post Office Department 


Elba residents will have 
an Opportunity to easily put 
ZIP into their mail next 
week, Postmaster Robert 
Cooper reported today. 

Beginning Monday , 
September 18 the post of- 
fice. will deliver to, every 
householder a kit of eight 
postal cards which can be 
mailed back to the post 
office with addresses need-~ 
ing ZIP codes. Each com- 
pleted card will be sent 
to the post office which 
services the “‘zipless’’ ad- 
dress and the proper code 
will be added before the 
form is returned to the 
sender. 

No postage will 
needed on these cards, 

Each of the eight postal 
cards in the kit will con- 
tain a message encouraging 
the general use of 
ZIP code, There will be 
a ninth card of instruction, 
All will be folded together 
like a closed accordian. 
Thgére will be perforations 
between each form, In ad-

dition, another separate 
card willbe delivered along 
with the kit which is a 
reminder of the local ZIP 
code. 

Last year approxi- 
mately 6000 addresses 


were ZIP coded by the Elba 
Post Office as part of a 
similar program using only 
one (or two) cards with 
spaces for aS many as 
13 addresses, Postmaster 
Cooper said.

On the average day, be- 
tween 175 and 250 million 
new pieces of mail enter 
the postal system, It is 
not expected that more than 
10 million of the ZIP-A- 
LIST cards will be in the 
system at any one time 
during the peak periods 
of mailing.

“The ZIP-A-LIST pro= 
ject is the most dramatic 
aspect of our continuing 
campaign to make ZIP 
codes readily available to 
the public.”’ 

Last year, approx- 
imately 17 per cent of the 
nation’s householders re- 
turned 96 million ad- 
dresses for coding. The 
Postmaster General re- 
ported that many post- 
masters had informed the 
Department that the ZIP- 
A-LIST project was anim- 
portant aspect in making 
Christmas mailers aware 
of the importance of using 
the codes on their holiday 
mail and as an off-shoot 
encouraged early mailing 
of their gifts and cards, 
This resulted in the most 
successful holiday season 
in recent postal history.

CATTLE GRUBS HURT 


LIVESTOCK INDUSTRY 


Alabama’s cattle ine 
dustry is being hit hard 
by cattle grubs, says Dr, 
Roy J, Ledbetter, entomo- 
logist on the Auburn Une 
iversity Extension Service 
staff. 

He explains that cattle 
grubs are the larvae of 
heel-flies, The flies laid 
their eggs on the cattle 
last spring, and since then 
the grubs have been mi- 
grating through the hody 
of the host animal, 

Beginning in December 
the grubs will move the 
the animal’s back, remain 
there about six weeks, then 
cut through the hide, drop 
the ground and pupate, 

For control, Ledbetter 
recommends an animal 
systemic insecticide such 
as co-ral, Ruelene or ron- 


nel, Co-ral and Ruelene 
may be used as sprays 
or poured on, Ronnel is 


used in a salt block or 
mineral mix, fed free- 
choice for 75 days,

Nursing Homes Are For Aged 


Alabama’s licensed 
nursing homes are a pri- 
mary resource for care of 
aged, dependent individuals 
for whom other plans of 
care are neither feasible 
nor possible, Ruben K, 
King, Commissioner of 
Pensions and Security, said 
today. 

He released a report 
of Pensions and Security 
provided such care for 6, 
489 assistance recipients 
during July. 


The total included 5,852 
old age gensioners, 23 blind 
persons, one adult in a 
dependent children family, 
and 613 permanently and 
totally disabled persons, 


It was explained that 
all nursing homes are 
licensed by the State Health 
Department and those that 
meet additional require- 
ments are licensed as 
skilled nursing homes. The 
State Department of Pen- 
sions and Security can ase 
sit in paying for care only 
in a licensed institution, 

Regulations governing 
participation in the cost of 
care by the Department of 
Pensions and Security ine 
clude the provision that a 
physiclan recommend in- 


stitutional nursing care and 
the requirements that the 
plan for such care be de- 
veloped in cooperation with 
the county departments, 
Maximums are fixed as to 
the amount that canbe bud- 
geted for the nursing care 
item and as to the amount 
that can be paid by the 
Department,
